The Kansas State Board of Education will conduct a
public hearing at 1:30 p.m., or as soon thereafter as pos-
sible, on Tuesday, April 12, 2016, in the Board Room of
the Landon State Office Building, 900 S.W. Jackson Ave.,
Suite 102, Topeka, to consider the adoption of proposed
rules and regulations of the Kansas State Board of Educa-
tion on a permanent basis.

This 60-day notice of the public hearing shall constitute
a public comment period for the purpose of receiving
written public comments on the proposed rules and reg-
ulations. All interested parties may submit written com-
ments prior to the hearing to the secretary of the Kansas
State Board of Education at 900 S.W. Jackson Ave., Suite
102, Topeka, Kansas 66612, or by email to plhill@ksde.org.
All interested parties will be given a reasonable opportu-
nity to present their views orally regarding the adoption
of the proposed regulations during the public hearing. In
order to provide all parties an opportunity to present their
views, it may be necessary to request that each participant
limit any oral presentation to five minutes. The hearing
shall be conducted in compliance with the public hearing
procedures of the Kansas State Board of Education.

Any individual with a disability may request an accom-
modation in order to participate in the public hearing,
and may request the proposed regulations and econom-
ic impact statements in an accessible format. Requests for
accommodation to participate in the hearing should be
made at least five working days in advance of the hear-
ing by contacting Wendy Fritz at 785-296-5363 (or TDD
785-296-8172) or by email to wiritz@ksde.org. The north
entrance to the Landon State Office Building is accessible.
Handicapped parking is located at the south end of the
Landon State Office Building, across the street from the
north entrance to the building, and on Ninth Street, just
around the corner from the north entrance to the building.

A copy of the proposed regulations and economic im-
pact statement may be obtained by contacting the Office
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of General Counsel at the address above prior to the date
of the hearing or by email to ogc@ksde.org. A summary
of the proposed regulations and economic impact follows.

K.A.R. 91-42-1. Article 42 of this chapter addresses the
use of seclusion and restraint of students in the school
setting. This regulation defines key terms, many of which
were amended by the Freedom from Unsafe Seclusion
and Restraint Act.

K.A.R. 91-42-2. This regulation has been amended to
more clearly define the standards for the use of emergen-
cy safety interventions (ESI). Those standards include:

ESI shall be used only when a student presents a rea-
sonable and immediate danger of physical harm to the
student or others.

ESI shall cease to exist as soon as the immediate danger
of physical harm ceases to exist.

The use of ESI is prohibited for purposes of discipline,
punishment, or convenience.

Several types of restraint are prohibited, such as face-
down restraint, face-up restraint, any restraint that ob-
structs the airway of a student or impacts a student’s pri-
mary mode of communication, chemical restraint, and
mechanical restraint except in certain circumstances.

This regulation also prohibits the use of seclusion if the
student is known to have a medical condition that could
put the student in mental or physical danger.

K.A.R. 91-42-3. School districts will be required to de-
velop policies and procedures on the appropriate uses of
emergency safety interventions. These policies must be
consistent with state law and will include:

Training for school personnel,

Procedures for parents to file formal complaints with
their local school board if the parent believes that an
emergency safety intervention was used inappropriately,

Methods of disseminating information to parents re-
garding school policies, and

Methods of reporting information to the State Depart-
ment of Education for data analysis.

K.A.R. 91-42-4. Schools will be required to notify par-
ents or, if the parent cannot be reached, the emergency
contact person any time an emergency safety intervention
is used with their child. This notification will occur the
day the intervention is used. Notifications will include
information on the standards for when interventions can
be used, a flyer on the parent’s rights, and guidance on
how to file a complaint with the local school board.

K.A.R. 91-42-5. The State Board of Education devel-
oped a process by which parents unsatisfied with the
decision of a local school board may request a review of
a local board’s handling of emergency safety interven-
tions. After first filing a complaint through the school’s
dispute resolution process, parents may file a request for
areview of that resolution within 30 days from the date a
local resolution is issued. KSDE staff will investigate and
determine if a school violated state law. If a violation is
found to have occurred, the school will be asked to com-
ply with the law.

K.A.R. 91-42-6. Law enforcement officers and police
officers, whose duties include the prevention or detec-
tion of crime and the enforcement of criminal or traffic
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laws of this state and any Kansas municipality, are ex-
empt from the emergency safety intervention limitations
placed on school staff.

K.A.R. 91-42-7. The State Board of Education is re-
quired to collect data on the use of emergency safety
interventions and compile reports based on information
provided by school districts. These reports are annually
due by January 20th. The State Board will report the total
number of times an intervention was used, the total num-
ber of interventions involving students with an individu-
alized education program, the total number of interven-
tions involving students with a Section 504 plan, the total
number of interventions involving students with behav-
ior intervention plans, the total number of students that
were physically restrained, the total number of students
that were placed in seclusion, and the average amounts
of time that interventions lasted.

The Kansas State Board of Education does not antici-
pate any significant financial or economic impact to this
agency, other state agencies, or to the public as a result of
these regulations.

K.A.R. 40-4-34. Accident and health insurance; co-
ordination of benefits. This amendment to the existing
regulation adds individual health insurance plans sold
after 1-1-2014 to the list of plan types that can coordinate
benefits. This amendment will also save insurers money
in the form of claims that will not be paid more than once
for the same service.

There will be no economic impact on the Kansas Insur-
ance Department or other governmental agencies. Con-
sumers may be charged lower health insurance premium
rates due to fewer claims paid by insurers.

The proposed action is to issue a new Kansas/NPDES Water Pollution
Control permit for an existing facility.

The Kansas Department of Health and Environment
(KDHE) is soliciting comments regarding a proposed revi-
sion of an air quality construction permit. Frontier El Do-
rado Refining LLC (FEDR), located at 1401 South Douglas
Road, El Dorado, KS 67042, has applied for a revision to
an air quality construction permit in accordance with the
provisions of K.A.R. 28-19-300. The initial permit, issued on
November 13, 2013, approved FEDR to modify its refinery
operations in order to meet the U.S. EPA Mobile Source
Air Toxics Phase 2 (MSAT II) rule which limits the benzene
content of gasoline produced in the U.S. to an annual re-
finery average of 0.62 percent by volume. FEDR'’s proposal
to meet the requirements of the federal MSAT II rule is fa-
cilitated through the Naphtha Fractionation Project (NFP)
which includes installation of a 20 MMscfd Hydrogen Gen-
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eration Unit for providing additional high purity hydrogen
and steam including a Pressure Swing Adsorption (PSA)
purification unit, a 210 MMBTU/hr reformer furnace which
will combust refinery fuel gas, natural gas, and PSA off-gas,
and atmospheric and analyzer vents; a Crude Unit Stabi-
lizer Column to replace the existing column; a Naphtha
Fractionation Column to replace the Hydrotreating Unit #3
Naphtha Splitter Column, the Reformate Splitter Columns,
and the Deisohexanizer; and process fugitive equipment as-
sociated with the project. The reformer furnace will utilize
Selective Catalytic Reduction (SCR) technology which will
include an SCR system, an aqueous ammonia storage tank,
and process fugitive equipment. Existing equipment and/
or processes affected by the NFP include a cooling tower,
gasoline storage, and isomerate storage.

Emissions of Greenhouse Gas (GHG), in addition to
other pollutants, were evaluated during the initial permit
review process, and a permit was issued in accordance
with the provisions of K.A.R. 28-19-350, which adopts by
reference the federal standards, procedures and require-
ments of 40 CFR 52.21, Prevention of Significant Deteriora-
tion (PSD) of Air Quality. These air quality regulations ap-
ply to major stationary sources and major modifications
of major stationary sources located in areas designated as
“attainment” or “unclassifiable” under the federal Clean
Air Act. Attainment areas are areas where the air quality
meets or is better than the National Ambient Air Quality
Standards (NAAQS). Unclassifiable areas are areas where
the air quality cannot be classified on the basis of available
information as meeting or not meeting the NAAQS.

The PSD regulations require evaluation of emission re-
duction techniques to identify the best available control
technology (BACT) for each regulated pollutant, including
GHOG, for which the emission rate exceeds the PSD signifi-
cant level. The purpose of BACT is to affect the maximum
degree of reduction achievable, taking into account ener-
gy, environmental, and economic impacts for each regu-
lated pollutant under review. Estimated emissions from
the project exceeded the PSD significant level for GHG.

There are no NAAQS or PSD increments established
for GHG. Consistent with the EPA Guidance Document
“PSD and Title V Permitting Guidance for Greenhouse
Gases” (March 2011), FEDR was not required to model
for GHG or conduct any assessment of impacts of GHG
in the context of the additional impacts analysis or Class
I area provisions.

Since issuance of the initial permit, the United States
Supreme Court issued a June 23, 2014 decision in Utility
Air Regulatory Group v. Environmental Protection Agency
(EPA) (No. 12-1146) addressing the application of sta-
tionary source permitting requirements to GHG. The
Supreme Court held that the Environmental Protection
Agency may not treat GHG as an air pollutant for pur-
poses of determining whether a source is a major source
required to obtain a PSD permit; and thus, invalidated
regulations implementing that approach. In light of the
Supreme Court decision, the November 13, 2013 permit
requirements associated with GHG emissions, specifical-
ly GHG BACT, are no longer appropriate and are being
eliminated by the proposed permit revision.

A public comment period has been established to al-
low citizens the opportunity to express any concerns they
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may have regarding the proposed permitting action. The
public comment period is to begin on Thursday, Febru-
ary 11, 2016, and will end at noon Monday, March 14,
2016. During this comment period, public comments
shall be accepted only on proposed revisions to the per-
mit. All comments should be submitted in writing to Ra-

Any member of the public may request the Depart-
ment to hold a public hearing to receive comments on the
proposed issuance of the draft air quality construction
permit.
